Welcome, hungry readers of 
the Foggy Bottom News! 
Despite living alone, after years 
of cooking for a large family, 
recipes still intrigue me, ones 
which have many uses, a 
marvelous aroma, make won- 
drous small gifts, or have ‘‘good 
deed value’’ for people with 
limited time or those who are ill. 
In this and future issues, I 
would like to share some unique 
recipes. In all instances, if I 
know the source, I will certain- 
ly give it. 

If you, as a reader or a person 
with a stove, or great food 
memories, want to share similar 
recipes, they too will be passed 
along. Cut them out, plastic coat 
them or slip them inside a 
plastic bag, and simply mail 
them to the Foggy Bottom News 
to the column called Recipes 
Worth Repeating. 

Today’s remarkable recipe 
belongs to fall and tart apple 
time. It came from Vermont, 
where the apples can be picked 
from orchards, either those 
which have fallen and cost less 
or those from the trees, minus

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the leaf sprigs on the apple. 
(They are the buds for next 
year’s apple crop.) Choose very 
tart apples for this recipe or mix 
those you like best. You will 
need about 21 Ibs. (depending 
on size and weight about 5 ap- 
ples, fairly large). The recipe is 
simply APPLE CHUTNEY, it 
is a vegetarian recipe, and most 
of the ingredients are easily 
available in any grocery store! 


APPLE CHUTNEY 


One and one-half Ibs. of cook- 
ing apples. (Core, chop, don’t 
peel.) I cut them into lime or 
lemon water until all are done. 
1 medium clove of garlic, 2 Tbs. 
chopped ginger root, 1 teaspoon 
each of cinnamon, cloves and 
(salt) which can be optional. 1 
cup of honey, 1 cup of cider 
vinegar, cayenne (hot red pep- 
per); sprinkle to taste. 

(Add fresh pineapple, or a slit 
whole lemon, one thin hot pep- 
per, more garlic and more 
ginger root (double or triple 
amounts in recipe), cut up dried 
apricots, a hand of fresh 
cranberries, cut up seedless 
prunes, or whatever you want to 
use up which is on hand, like a 
few raisins!) 

Put all in a pot. Bring to a 
good busy boil using a cover if 
you wish. Then lower heat to 
simmer, and cook for about 45 
minutes more, and this can be 
uncovered. Remove pepper and 
lemon from mixture and 
discard. | 

Cool and store in plastic con- 
tainers or put in boiled or un- 
boiled jars for your winter repast. 

The finished chutney has a 
delicious rich cider color and 
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you can modify seasonings the 
next time! 


How Do You Use Apple 
Chutney? 


Use it as a dip for vegetables, 
as a condiment with any cook- 
ed meat, freshly cooked or tired, 
or as a bit of fruit taste with a 
vegetarian or any light meal. Let 
it be a spread for bread topped 
with a cheese slice for a lunch to 
go with you on a long day. 

Evidently it cannot be harm- 
ed or adulterated by whatever 
you add to it. Now and then I 
have even added fresh apple 
cider to the later cooking sim- 
mer or a bit of maple syrup if I 
am short on honey! Be sure to 
taste it and adapt your season- 
ing to what you enjoy. It has no 
aftertaste, and is a delicious 
change and makes a luscious 
present! 

Finally, keep notes on the 
various versions you make and 
then date them, in case one is so 
delectable your friends recall it 
and request it again! Put apple 
stickers on your containers and 
date them too!
